This Morning came in an Expreſs from my Lord 
Berkeley, with an Account of the Bombarding 


of CA LATS. 
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Lord Berkeley anchored with the Fleet be- 

fore Calais the 16th of this month, but it 
proving too calm, nothing was done till next day, 
when about 11 in the morning Colonel Richards, 
with the r ſtood in wy — e 
the Town, and Anchoring in 3 Fathom Water, 
— to Bombard it wich fack 55 Succeſs, that 
by one a Clock the Town was ſeen on Fire in ſe- 
veral places; at which time the Enemies half Gal- 
lies came out, and ſtood to the Eaſtward under 
their own Shore, thinking thereby to annoy the 
Bomb Ships ; but our Brigantines, and ſeveral 
- Men of War ſtanding in to them, Commanded by 
Captain Greenaway, gave them ſuch a Reception, 
as put them in great Confuſion, and with much 
ado they regainedꝭ the Peexiheads ; Aſter which 
we received no other diſturbance than the uſual 
Salutes of their Cannon and Mortars from their 
ſeveral] Batteries. Our Bomb Veſſels continued 
firing till towards 5 at Night, during which time 
— * into the Town about 600 Shells, which 


by the ſeveral Fires we ſaw, we judge to have done 
very conſiderable Execution. We have received

little Damage, either as to Men killed, or Damage 
done to our Veſſels. Captain Osborne of the A. 
boroug h Ketch was killed. 

Falmouth, Auguſt 15. On the 12th came into 
this Pom two Zealand Privateers, called the King 
William, and the Middleburg, of 26 and 24 Guns; 
They have been out two Months, and taken 
three French Privateers, and one Pink laden 
with Wine and Brandy. The ſame Evening came 
in ſight of this place about 14 Sail of Hamburg. 
hers, under Convoy of a Man of War of 50 Guns; 
They came from Miiford Haven with the Sereights 
Fleer, but could not keep way with them ; And 
on the 12th a Dutch Veſlel was raken our of theic 
Company by 3 French Privateers, but the Lirchfela 
Fri gat coming in, gave Chace re them. 

Plimouth, Aug. 16, The 14th came into this 
Port His Majeſty's Ship the Litchßeld, and brought 
in a Shipof 140 Tuns, called the Juſtice of Am- 
fterdam, Which ſhe retook the 12th inſtant off Fal- 
mouth. Yeſterday came in the Rupert from Briſto!, 
with a ſmall French Privateer that was lately taken 
near Milford.

Advice, That the French had detached 10 or 
12000 men towards Hagenbach, wiith Orders 
to paſs the Rhine there; Whereupona Council of 
War was held, and the next day our Army mar- 
ched and encamp'd on the Gensberg , our Righr 
near Wiſeloch, and our Left towards Malich.

Vienna, Aug. 13. The Imperial Army was 
ſtill encamp'd the 6th inſtant at Buckin, where 
the Elector of Saxony would arrive in few days. 
The Grand Viſier was expeFted at Belgrade about 
the middle of this month, near which place there 
lay encamp'd about 20000 Turks. Tis reported, 
that the Cham of Tartary is returning home again 
upon the News of Azof's being taken by the Moſ- 
covites. 

Turin, Aug. 13. The Imperial Infantry, that 
was at Caſal, marched laſt Tueſday to Rivoli. 
And the Troops of his Royal Highneſs about the 
ſame time to Buriaſque; Our Horſe is encampad 
at Oquette and la Veillane. In the meantime they 
continue to work on the demoliſhing of Caſal, in 
which the French make all the delay they can. 
The Governor of Milan is expected here in a day 
or two to conſult with his Royal Highneſs cons 
cerning ſome farther Enterpriſe. 

Venice, Aug. 11. The late Captain General 
Zeno and Signior Piſani, having performed their 
Quarantaine, deſire a Trial concerning their Pro- 
ceedings in the Battle of Scio. Our Fleet was by 
our laſt Advice off Andros; and the Enemy avoid- 
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ed meeting them. 
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
